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1. IN WORKING GROUP SESSION, JULY 3, ALLIES REVIEWED CANADIAN 
DRAFT (REF C) ON BASIS OF WRITTEN SUBMISSIONS FROM GERMAN, 
CANADIAN, DUTCH AND BELGIAN DELS. WORKING GROUP ALSO ATTEMPTED 
TO GIVE PAPER BETTER BALANCE BY REDUCING COVERAGE GIVEN BASKET 
11, EXPANDING COVERAGE OF BASKETS I AND III, AND BY SUGGESTING 
ADDITION OF LANGUAGE TO COVER ' BASKET IV" ON CSCE EOLLOW-UP. 
BELGIANS WILL SUBMIT DRAFT PARAGRAPH COVERING LATTER POINT. 

2. COVERAGE SUGGESTED REF A SHOULD BE PROVIDED BY FOLLOWING 
ADDITIONS; 

- INSERT GERMAN DRAET FOR NEW PARAGRAPH 12; 

"SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 

"THE WESTERN AIM CONSISTED PRIMARILY IN THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE BASIC PRINCIPLES FOR SCIENTIFIC-TECHNOLOGICAL EXCHANGES 
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WITH THE EAST WITH A VIEW TO BROADER COOPERATION. ONE OE THE 
OBJECTIVES WAS TO SET UP A PROCEDURE FOR SCIENTIFIC EXCHANGES 
AND TO REDUCE - AS FAR AS POSSIBLE - THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
OBSTACLES WHICH ARE AT PRESENT USUAL IN THE EAST. THE WEST 
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URGED THE WIDEST POSSIBLE EXCHANGE OF SCIENTIFIC-TECHNOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION AND OF SCIENTIFIC PERSONNEL. THE TEXT ON SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY, AS IT STANDS NOW, LARGELY CORRESPONDS TO 
WESTERN SUGGESTIONS." 

- REVISED DOCUMENT WILL ALSO CONTAIN LANGUAGE ON EXCHANGE 
OF INFORMATION NOW BEING PREPARED ON THE BASIS OF A CANADIAN 
DRAFT. 

-WORKING CONDITIONS FOR FOREIGN JOURNALISTS WILL BE COVERED 
BY FOLLOWING LANGUAGE SUGGESTED BY GERMANS: 

"THE TEXTS AIM AT IMPROVING EXISTING REGULATIONS FOR THE 
EXERCISE OF THE PROFESSION OF JOURNALISTS IN THE PARTICIPATING 
STATE. IT IS INTENDED TO FACILITATE THE ISSUE OF VISA AND 
STAY-PERMITS AND TO PROVIDE GREATER OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRAVEL 
IN THE COUNTRY WHERE THEY ARE WORKING. MOREOVER, THE TEXTS 
ENVISAGE TO INCREASE THE POSSIBILITIES FOR JOURNALISTS TO 
COMMUNICATE PERSONALLY WITH THEIR SOURCES, INCLUDING ORGANI- 
ZATIONS AND OFFICIAL INSTITUTIONS AND TO GRANT THE RIGHT TO 
IMPORT THE TECHNICAL EQUIPMENT NECESSARY FOR THEIR WORK. THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES INTEND TO ENABLE JOURNALISTS TO TRANSMIT 
THE RESULTS OF THEIR PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITY RAPIDLY AND COM- 
PLETELY TO THE INFORMATION MEDIA THEY REPRESENT. 

3. WORKING GROUP AGREED WITH US SUGGESTION THAT INTENATIONAL 
BROADCASTING TEXT SHOULD ALSO BE COVERED, AS ADDITION TO TEXT 
ON JOURNALISTSS. WG ASKED US TO PROVIDE LANGUAGE ON THIS 
POINT. MISSION PROPOSES FOLLOWING TEXT: 

"THE CONFERENCE ALSO EXPRESSED THEHOPE THAT MUTAL UNDER- 
STANDING WOULD GROW THROUGH CONTINUED EXPANSION IN THE DIS- 
SEMINATION OF INFORMATION BY RADIO." 

WOULD APPRECIATE DEPARTMENT CONCURRENCE OR SUGGESTIONS ON 
TEXT AND ITS PLACEMENT. 

4. GIVEN FACT THAT TEXTS SUBMITTED BY OTHER DELS HAVE ALREADY 
BEEN ADOPTED, RECAST OR REJECTED BY WORKING GROUP, MISSION 
PROPOSES TO SEND REVISED DRAFT INCORPORATING RESULTS OF JULY 3 
MEETING RATHER THAN INDIVIDUAL ALLIED SUBMISSIONS AS SUGGESTED 
REF B. REVISED TEXT - WHICH WILL INCLUDE NATO/IS POLISHING 
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OF ABOVE AND OTHER TEXTS - SHOULD BE AVAILABLE EARLY IN WEEK 
OF JULY 7. WG WILL MEET NEXT JULY 10 OR 1 1. BRUCE
